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Successful Dairymen Show the Way 


DAIRYMEN ARE CONTINUALLY 
going out of business. Other dairymen 
are just making ends meet. The 
cost-price squeeze and labor problems 
are often blamed for lack of success. 
Yet many dairymen have been making 
satisfactory incomes. How do they do 
it? Can their experiences guide other 
dairymen who are less successful? This 
article highlights the business experi- 
ence of a group of successful North 
Carolina dairymen. Their performance 
provides an insight into what it takes 
to be successful. Although these men 
dairy in the Southeast, the factors that 
are related to profitable dairying in 
this region also apply to other areas of 
the country. 


Performance of Successful Farms 


Studying farm business records is an 
excellent way to measure the success 
of a business. The 25 farms with the 
highest profits were selected from 
among 126 farms participating in 
North Carolina State University’s 
Computer Record Program in 1969. 
The average profit for these farms and 
their performance in key business 
factors were calculated along with 
similar figures for all farms. The 25 
“successful” farms had average returns 
to management of $21,983. All farms 
averaged about $5,500 return to 
management. 

Return to management is the resid- 
ual left after all operating expenses 
have been deducted from total in- 
come. These costs include cash ex- 
penses, interest on net worth (6%), 
depreciation on buildings and equip- 
ment and a charge for operator and 
family labor ($4,500 per man-year). 
Total income includes the sum of cash 
sales and net changes in the inventory 
value of livestock, and feed and 
supplies. However, the sale of machin- 
ery is omitted from total cash sales. 

Some dairymen always quickly 
point out that the only reason 
“successful” farms are successful is 
because they receive more money for 
their milk. On the contrary, the 
“successful” farms received about $.10 
less per hundredweight of milk than 
the average farm. Thus, there must be 
other factors which contributed to 
their success. What are they? 


Factors Related to Profit 


Studies of dairy records have 
identified a number of factors which

are related to profit. The relationships 
of these factors to profitable dairying 
have stood the test of time. Some of 
the more important factors include: 
(1) Size of business; (2) levels of 
animal and crop production; (3) rates 
of labor efficiency; (4) management of 
production costs; (5) moderate invest- 
ment per cow, and (6) management. 

Of course, there are other factors to 
consider as well, but these are the 
major ones. Management is best 
measured by the degree of success the 
individual reaches in the other five 
factors, however. 

The “‘successful”’ farms are just that, 
because they perform at an average or 
above average rate in almost all of 
these factors. Profitably operating a 
dairy farm can be likened to managing 
a baseball team. Shortening the left 
field fence may help the home team 
hit a few more home runs, but the 
team also has to have a good defense, a 
strong pitching staff, adequate hitting, 
and a manager who can put it all 
together if the team is to win the 
pennant. And so it is with dairying. 
Neither the largest herd in the county, 
the biggest milking parlor nor the 
biggest tractor are guarantees of 
success in themselves. 

Now let’s take a closer look at some 
of these factors and see how the 
“successful” farms compare with all 
farms. To illustrate the point that a 
good showing in all of the factors 
related to profit is necessary for 
success, a farm business chart was 
completed for the group of 25 
“successful” farms. The chart itself 
provides an overall or “bird’s eye” 
view of the business at a glance. The 
range of experience of all 126 farms 
provides the comparative standards. 
How was the table developed? The 
figure at the top of each column is the 
average for the top 10 percent of the 
farms in that factor. For example, the 
figure at the top of the column headed 
“Number of Cows” is the average of 
the 10 percent of the farms with the 
largest herds. The other figures in the 
column are the averages for the “next 
10 percent” and so forth. Each 
column is independent of the other. 
That is, farms in the top 10 percent 
for one factor may not necessarily be 
the same farms in the top 10 percent 
for another factor. How is the table 
used? Lines are drawn through a 
column to show the rank for the farm 
being studied. The position of the lines 
within each column will relate the 


farm’s performance against the range 
of experience of all the farms. Note 
that the lines for the “successful” 
farms are located near the middle or 
upper half of almost all the columns 
except for man-years of dairy labor 
and crop expense per hundredweight 
of milk sold. Lines located near the 
bottom of a column for a business 
might indicate weaknesses in that 
factor. Most agricultural colleges have 
developed similar charts to analyze 
dairy businesses in their states. 


Size of Business 


The “successful” farms, on average, 
combined an adequate size business 
with moderate investment of $2,200 
per cow to obtain almost $22,000 
return to management. Since some 
items of investment are common to all 
farms, regardless of size, the spreading 
of “ownership costs” — depreciation, 
interest, taxes and insurance — over 
more units of milk can contribute to 
lower per unit total costs. Note the net 
cost of producing milk for these farms 
was $5.30 per hundredweight com- 
pared to $6.42 for all farms. Increasing 
volume by getting “better before 
getting bigger” (that is, more milk sold 
per cow rather than more poorly cared 
for cows) is still a good bet for many 
struggling dairymen. Seven of the 25 
“successful” farms had herds of less 
than 75 cows, but they sold an average 
of 14,381 pounds of milk per cow. 
The amount of milk sold per cow 
typically is lower than the DHIA 
average reported for a herd. 


Rates of Production 


High rates of animal and crop 


production, economically obtained, 
still offer excellent opportunities for 
increased profit. A lack of “cow 
sense” often is the underlying cause of 
low production and hence low profita- 
bility. In our area of the country the 
sale of 13,000 pounds of milk and the 
harvesting of 18-20 tons of silage or its 
equivalent are reasonable production 
goals. In our study of “successful” 
farms over a period of years, the 
widespread use of artificial insemina- 
tion, milk testing, breeding records 
and pregnancy tests are characteristic 
of most successful farms. Cows in 
these herds often average 95 days open 
and 64 days dry. The use of these 
practices shows up in the milk tank 
and in the bank account.

Labor Efficiency 


Due to the high cost of labor and 
mechanized farming, getting the most 
mileage out of the labor force is 
important. The combination of 30-40 
cows and 75 acres of cropland per 
worker is not unreasonable. Our 
studies have indicated that the wide- 
spread use of vacations, incentive 
payment plans and involving help in 
making some management decisions 
are labor management practices being 
used on the “successful” farms. These 
practices are in turn reflected in 
profits. 


Cost Control 


On the cost side of the profit 
picture, the “successful” farms per- 
formed well. These farms spent about 
59 percent of their total operating 
income for purchased inputs; the 
average farm spent almost 66 percent. 
Note that total outlays for purchased 
feed and crop expenses per hundred- 
weight of milk were low relative to all 
farms even though milk production 
per cow was 13,000 pounds. All farms 
averaged about 12,000 pounds of milk 
sold per cow. Total feed and crop 
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expense per hundredweight is the best 
dollar measure of the feeding program 
since the amount of feed grown and 
purchased varies among farms. Volume 
discounts, shopping for the best feed 
buy, on-farm feed processing, and the 
use of proven crop production prac- 
tices offer alternatives for keeping this 
cost in line. Dairymen located in other 
areas of the country can expect to 
achieve lower purchased feed and crop 
expenses per hundredweight due to 
more productive soils, lower fertilizer 
requirements and better haying weath- 
er than is found in North Carolina. 
The point is, however, that to be 
successful in your area, you will have 
to produce large quantities of feed 
economically. 

Outlays for power and machinery 
expense and for labor and machinery 
expense were moderate for the “suc- 
cessful” farms. Power and machinery 
expense includes the ownership and 
operating costs for all field and 
farmstead equipment. Labor and ma- 
chinery expense is the cost of getting 
work done on the farm — it includes 
machinery expenses, hired labor costs 
and the value of the operator’s labor. 
It puts a dollar figure on labor 
efficiency. Too often, the labor and 


machinery expense on a farm is a 
trouble spot. The careful balancing of 
machinery and labor is essential. 
Additional machinery cannot be justi- 
fied economically unless it reduces 
costs or increases the volume of 
output sufficiently to pay for its extra 
cost. Too often, keeping up with the 
Joneses is the only basis used by 
dairymen in considering whether new 
machinery should be purchased. The 
“successful” farms have been able to 
match labor and equipment inexpen- 
sively and yet obtain high rates of 
labor efficiency. Attention to detail is 
critical in a farm’s cost control 
program and it’s evident managers of 
successful farms are “detail” men. 
Increased reliance on purchased inputs 
will intensify the cost control problem 
in the years ahead. 


Summary 


The level of income obtained by the 
group of successful dairymen de- 
scribed in this article highlights the 
fact that dairying can be profitable. 
Clearly the management ability of 
these men is expressed by the business 
measures for their operations. How-

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Final Strategy Shaping Up 
For Corn Blight Battle 


GRAIN FARMERS, seed tradesmen 
and crop researchers—both in Mary- 
land and throughout the United 
States—are currently embroiled in a 
gigantic strategy game not unlike the 
grand-scale military planning which 
went into the Allied invasion of the 
European continent 27 years ago 
during World War II. 

With spring approaching, they know 
the moment of truth must come, just 
as “D” day was inevitable in June 
1944 for the late General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and his aides. Instead of 
troops in battlefront and support 
roles, however, the pawns on the 1971 
agricultural scene are kernels of corm 
with T, N and B cytoplasm designa- 
tions. And instead of Nazis, the 
common enemy is Southern corn leaf 
blight, a malefactor fungus disease in 
both old and new forms which 
scourged the corn belt last year— 
especially in the South and Midwest— 
and caused serious yield losses even in 
scattered locations on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore. 

Military campaigns are subject to 
modification as intelligence reports 
trigger reassessments of the situation. 
And so it is on today’s farm scene. 

Favorable market prices have al- 
ready helped Maryland farmers com- 
mit themselves to planting four per- 
cent more acreage to corm in 1971 
than a year ago, while United States 
planting intentions are up eight per- 
cent, according to a January survey by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

So any drastic swing to planting of 
substitute crops, such as soybeans and 
grain sorghum, appears to be consider- 
ably dampened. But last-minute ad- 
justments for such factors as rate of 
planting, tillage management and pos- 
sible replanting are still very much in 
order, according to Extension crop 
specialists at the University of Mary- 
land and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

Here are capsule comments from 
those most directly involved with the 
Southern corn blight problem: 


What tillage management practices 
will work best in fighting Southern 
corn leaf blight? 


Joseph L. Newcomer, Extension 
seed specialist, University of Mary- 
land: Plant more than one variety of 
corn; use N cytoplasm seed, if you 
were lucky enough to obtain it. Avoid 
cornfield stress by a slightly lower 
plant population—20,000 kernels per 
acre for average Maryland condi- 
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tions—if you are planting N seed (this 
will also make your valuable N seed go 
further) and observe good fertility and 
weed control practices. 

Consider “air drainage” concept; 
ie., avoid planting T or B corn on 
river-bottom land, which appears to 
foster conditions under which the corn 
blight fungus thrives best. 


George H. Enfield, Extension agron- 
omist, U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture (speaking at Maryland Crop 
Improvement Day on January 20 in 
Baltimore): Be careful to plant your N 
seed at optimum soil temperature to 
minimize possibility of having to 
replant with seed which is more 
susceptible to Southern corn blight. 


Dr. Leslie O. Weaver, Extension 
cE pathologist, University of Mary- 

d: A possibility exists that we will 
recommend planting T- and even 
B-cytoplasm seed at higher than 
normal rates to allow for seed-borne 
infestation of Southern corn blight 
fungus. A more positive announce- 
ment will be forthcoming when results 
of current laboratory germination tests 
become known in a few weeks. 


Is there a danger in planting N seed 
from South America? 


Newcomer: Some of the corn being 
brought in from Argentina has never 
been grown under United States 
conditions, so we have no assurance 
that it will be worthwhile. In addition, 
the corn’s mere designation as N seed 
does not guarantee that it will be 
resistant to the old form (Race O) of 
Southern corn leaf virus. 


Dr. Weaver: Most of the N com 
being brought in from South America 
will probably be used by hybrid 
companies themselves in seed produc- 
tion fields in the United States. So any 
adverse phenomena will be screened 
out by the time the corn reaches 
market stage for the 1972 planting 
season. 


What are current prospects for a 
repeat of last year’s Southern corn 
blight epidemic? 


Enfield: Under conditions of warm 
weather, high humidity and southerly 
winds, the blight fungus was spreading 
20 miles per day through the South 
and northward into the rest of the 
corn belt last summer. Hybrid com- 
panies have diverted most of their N 


seed to the South for the current 
planting season, so this may help 
retard the spread of windborne infec- 
tion from the Gulf states in 1971. 


Dr. Weaver: Weather conditions will 
probably again be the key factor in 
determining the severity of Southern 
corn blight infestation in 1971. Dry 
conditions in Maryland and neighbor- 
ing states at a critical time would pro- 
vide an unfavorable environment for 
the disease, even if spores were blown 
in from the South. Overwinter infesta- 
tion from last year could mean early 
infections of cornfields in Maryland 
and elsewhere. But again, dry weather 
could stymie this development. In 
addition, laboratory tests both at the 
University of Maryland and at Penn 
State have shown that overwintered 
pathogens are not as virulent as fresh, 
windborne spores coming from the 
South would be. 


Extension specialists at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland have taken part in a 
series of Southern corn blight informa- 
tion meetings with farmers throughout 
the state this winter. And they are in 
constant touch with local county 
Extension agents concerning latest 
developments on the corn blight battle 
planning scene. Persons with addition- 
al questions on the blight situation are 
urged to contact their county Exten- 
sion offices. 


Gene Abercrombie New 
Ohio Director of Agriculture 


THE NEW OHIO Director of 
Agriculture is Gene R. Abercrombie, 
of the Cincinnati area. The position 
pays $24,960, and has been held by 
John Stackhouse under Governor 
Rhodes’ Republican administration. 

Abercrombie, 54, has been active in 
Democratic politics. In 1966 he ran 
for state senator and campaigned with 
Mr. Gilligan who wanted to be a 
congressman. Both lost in that cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Abercrombie is chairman of 
Abercrombie Agricultural Services, 
Inc., which specializes in management 
of farms for absentee landowners. He 
also owns livestock and grain farms. 
The family farm in Colerain Township, 
outside Cincinnati, has been steadily 
shrinking due to urbanization, but the 
new director still lives there. 

He has three sons and a grandson, is 
a Purdue graduate, a past director of 
the Ohio Soil Conservation District 
board, and past president of the Ohio 
Society of Farm Managers and Rural 
Appraisers. Mr. Abercrombie is also 
the farm adviser for Happy Hill Farms, 
Harrison.

Mr. Tanis, a former member of the 
New Jersey Milk Control Board, 
member of the Board of Trustees and 
past president of the New Jersey 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
former director of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club and former 
member of the Golden Guernsey 
Committee, has devoted a lifetime to 
the dairy industry. He has been a 
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breeder of registered Guernseys for 
over 40 years. He not only has bred or 
owned more Liebers Trophy winners 
but he has made more class leading 
records, more 1,000-Ilb. records, more 
20,000-lb. milk records than any other 
Guernsey breeder. He was presented 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
Award of Honor at the 92nd Annual 
Meeting, Hershey, Pa., in 1969. At 
that time Ideal Guernsey Farms had 
made 372 records over 1,000 lbs. fat 
and 186 records over 20,000 lbs. of 
milk and all but 59 of the 372 records 


over 1,000 lbs. of fat were made by 
daughters of bulls bred by Jacob 
Tanis. 

The Ideal herd has long been noted 
for developing Gold Star Sires and 
Gold Star Dams and longevity, high 
production and outstanding type have 
always been stressed.

Three other Cleverlands cows made 
national class leading records during 
1970. They are, Cleverlands Butter 
Amanda, 22,920 lbs. milk, 777 lbs. 
fat, S4DHIR—305—2x, sixth for milk; 
Cleverlands Champs Sugar, 17,030 lbs. 
milk, 588 Ibs. fat, 24DHIR—305—2x, 
eighth for milk, and Cleverlands 
Nances Topacio, 16,610 lbs. milk, 642 
lbs. fat, 2-2DHIR—305—2x, ninth for 
milk. 

The sire of “Ann” is Wyno Saints 
Hero, Gold Star Sire in 1968 and from 
the Gold Star Helena family. His latest 
USDA Summary, May 1970, indicated 
a Predicted Difference of +393 lbs. 
milk, +4 lbs. fat, with a repeatability 
of 93%, based on 296 daughters tested 
in 159 herds. The 141 classified 
daughters averaged 82.7. 

The dam of “Ann” is Cleverlands 
Dorians Romilda, a daughter of 
Cleverlands Dorian, he a full brother 
to Cleverlands General Eldorado, Gold 
Star Sire 4/67, in service at American 
Breeders Service, De Forest, Wiscon- 
sin. 


Mr. Clever has received the Gold 
Star Breeder award eight consecutive 
years. The 1970 herd lactation average 
on 285 DHIR records was 13,537 lbs. 
milk, 561 lbs. fat, ME—305—2x. 

This lactation average for 1970 
placed Cleverlands second for milk 
production among herds with over 125 
records. Starting with the 1962 herd 
lactation average they have placed first 
once, second four times, third twice, 
fifth once, and seventh once, among 
the top 10 herds in the country with 
125 or more records in the average. 
Among the 519 herds on official 
DHIR test, regardless of size, Clever- 
lands ranks 21st for milk. The herd has 
been on continuous herd test for HIR 
then DHIR for 17 consecutive years.

New All-Time Guernsey Milk Champion 
1970 TARBELL TROPHY WINNER 


For Ridgeway Farm 


THE TARBELL TROPHY will be 
presented for the 23rd year at the 
Annual Meeting of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, Sea-Tac Motel, 
Seattle, Wash., Wednesday, May 12, 
1971. The trophy was given by the 
late Mr. Swift Tarbell in memory of 
his father, Gage E. Tarbell, who 
founded Tarbell Guernsey Farms, 
Smithville Flats, N.Y., and was 
vice-president of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club 1918-1923, 
1926-1929, and on the Executive 
Committee from 1929-1933. 

The trophy is awarded to the 
registered Guernsey cow with a record 
of not less than 305 days made official 
by The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club during the year that converts to 
the highest mature equivalent 305—2x 
butterfat record. 


The winner for the year 1970 is Fox 
Run A.F.C. Faye, bred by James D. 
O’Banion, Campbellsville, Ky., and 
owned by Gale Housley, Ridgeway 
Farm, Riceville, Tennessee. “Faye” 
completed the all-time high milk 
record of the Guernsey breed for one 
lactation when she produced 32,110 
Ibs. milk and 1,397 Ibs. butterfat 
54DHIR—365—2x. Her butterfat pro- 
duction of 1,397 lbs. is the second 
highest all-time butterfat production 
for a registered Guernsey on official 
test. 


This outstanding production record 
placed “Faye” as a national milk class 
leader and second place for butterfat 
in the mature 365—2x class. During 
her record-breaking lactation, she 
averaged 101 Ibs. of milk per day for 
the first five months and averaged 88 
Ibs. of milk for the entire lactation. 
Her actual record converted to a 
mature equivalent 305—2x basis is 
29,187 Ibs. and 1,257 Ibs. 
butterfat. This was the highest mature 
equivalent butterfat record official for 
the calendar year 1970, which quali- 
fied her as the winner of this trophy. 


“Faye” was first classified Very 
Good—89.5 as a two-year-old and has 
been classified Excellent three times at 
93.5, 94.0, and, in 1971—95.0. Her 
classification of 94.0 was during her 
record-breaking lactation. In _ three 
consecutive lactations on official test, 
she has produced 61,028 Ibs. milk and 
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2,691 lbs. of butterfat in 975 days on 
test, all on twice-a-day milking. This 
averages out to 62.6 lbs. of milk and 
2.8 Ibs. of butterfat per day. 

“Faye” was first aged cow, best 
uddered aged cow, National Guernsey 
Show, 1969 and All-American aged 
cow, 1969. 

Her sire is Applebrook Fame’s 
Corporal, a Gold Star Sire, in Al 
service at Select Sires, Inc., Columbus, 
Ohio. His latest USDA summary 
computed in January, 1971 indicates a 
predicted difference of plus 379 Ibs. 
milk and plus 6 lbs. butterfat with a 
repeatability of 82%. Forty-five classi- 
fied daughters averaged 82.6. 

There are two sons of “Faye” in 
artificial breeding service; Hornback 
Farms N Gaylord by Norgerts Royal 
Nance, Gold Star Sire, is also at Select 
Sires, Inc.; and Housleys Dari Fayvor, 
born June 10, 1969 at the beginning 
of her championship record is in 
service at American Breeders Service, 
De Forest, Wisconsin. This son is by 
the outstanding Guernsey sire, Western 
Glow Darimost, Gold Star, in AI 
service at All West Breeders, Burling- 
ton, Washington. 

Ridgeway Farms, operated by Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee Housley and Mr. and 
Mrs. John Housley, has long been 
recognized for its outstanding Guern- 
sey herd. During 1969 in addition to 
developing the new breed milk cham- 
pion, they also exhibited the national 
grand champion Guernsey female, the 
best three females, and the winning 
senior get of sire, all bred at Ridgeway 
Farms and all sired by Housleys J. 
Champion. 


Dr. M. F. Brink Elected 
President of the National 
Dairy Council 


M. F. BRINK, Ph.D., has been 
elected president of the National Dairy 
Council. His election occurred at the 
56th Annual Meeting of the Council, 
held recently in Houston, Texas. 

In his new position, Dr. Brink 
directs the coast-to-coast Dairy Coun- 
cil program, which involves a national 
headquarters office in Chicago and 
117 affiliated Dairy Council offices in 
42 states.

The Viewpoint Of The Type Committee 
On The Use Of The Consulting Judge 
At The National Guernsey Show 


THE TYPE COMMITTEE of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, ex- 
hibitors and breeders all recognize the 
significance resulting from the official 
placings of entries in the National 
Guernsey Show and the importance of 
a high degree of satisfaction with the 
placings. They also recognize the 
responsibility placed upon the individ- 
ual selected to act as the official judge. 

Through the years various proce- 
dures have been employed to accom- 
plish these objectives. The most 
frequent practice has been the use of a 
single judge. On other occasions a head 
judge and an associate judge have been 
used. In the latter case both judges 
evaluated the classes and expressed 
opinions of judgment, but the respons- 
ibility of taking the lead in final 
placings rested with the head judge. 

Opinions have, as expected, varied 
as to the most appropriate procedure. 
In the case of a single judge some have 
held the viewpoint the total responsi- 
bility of judgment should not rest with 
one person, while others prefer the 
responsibility of decision being defi- 
nite and clear-cut. In the case of using 
a head judge and an associate judge, 
some have held the viewpoint that 
more than one opinion leads to the 
most satisfactory placing while others 
believe this practice takes more time 
due to the discussion of classes and if 
opinions vary, final placings may result 
from a degree of compromise and the 
identification of responsibility is lost. 

From these varied opinions and 
experience, the idea of the consulting 
judge was conceived. Under this 
format the selected official judge has 
the full and sole responsibility of 
handling the classes in the ring and 
designating the final placings. How- 
ever, he is granted the privilege of 
selecting a consulting judge to be in 
the ring with him to observe each 
class. The premise for this procedure is 
to provide a source of consultation for 
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the official judge with someone in 
whom he has confidence of judgment 
for an opinion of confirming his own 
judgment; to question a point of 
judgment; or inquire if he may have 
overlooked any matters. The official 
judge is also granted the privilege of 
soliciting and considering the opinion 
of his consulting judge only as he 
desires in arriving at final decisions 
which are unequivocally the sole 
responsibility of the official judge. 


The first use of a consulting judge at 
the National Guernsey Show was in 
1965. Since that time this format has 
been used at each of the succeeding 
National Guernsey Shows. Considering 
the expenence of these six years, the 
Type Committee at its recent annual 
meeting evaluated this procedure. 
Following are the viewpoints and 
guidelines expressed by the Type 
Committee: 


(a) The use of an official judge and 
a consulting judge at the National 
Guernsey Show is practical and desir- 
able and should be continued. 

(b) The selection of the consulting 
judge is the sole choice of the official 
judge and should be a person in whom 
the official judge has confidence for 
his ability and judgment in judging 
Guernseys, and is a member of the 
Official List of Guernsey Judges. 

(c) The final and official placings 
are the full responsibility of the 
appointed official judge whether he 
considers the opinion of his consulting 
judge or not in any class or in regard 
to any specific animals. 

(d) Whereby the privilege of consul- 
tation by the official judge with the 
consulting judge is the prerogative of 
the official judge, it is recognized 
considerable variation has resulted 
through the years in this respect. 

The guidelines for consultation 
recommended by the Type Committee 
is that consultation should be kept to 


an essential minimum and to those 
cases only where the official judge 
considers another opinion would 
strengthen his judgment. In so doing, 
the Committee recognizes that any 
discussion between the official judge 
and consulting judge may be misinter- 
preted or misrepresented by exhibitors 
or spectators if they desire to do so. 
They also recognize and point out that 
such misinterpretations could proba- 
bly be avoided by judgment by both 
judges as to the number, length and 
location in the ring of consultation in 
reference to animals being discussed. 
Accordingly, it is suggested that in 
most cases consultations could be 
made before the animals are lined up. 

(e)In some cases there may have 
been the feeling by the official judge, 
the consulting judge is being ignored if 
not used and may have resulted in 
more frequent consultations than is 
necessary as a courtesy. The Commit- 
tee feels this situation need not exist if 
there is a complete understanding of 
the consulting judge format. 

(f) In the event the consulting judge 
is asked for an opinion, and to give his 
best judgment, it is essential that he 
has also thoroughly observed the class. 
Therefore, he must feel at perfect 
liberty to move about the ring as he 
sees fit to satisfy himself of adequate 
observation. This point must be 
recognized by the official judge, 
exhibitors and spectators. 

(g) In no way is the consulting judge 
desired or expected to attempt to 
exert influence on the final decisions 
of the official judge.

Annual Meeting 


THE 52ND ANNUAL Meeting of 
the North Carolina Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association was held on Saturday, 
February 20, at Yarborough’s Restau- 
rant, Lexington. President Eston S. 
Stokes, Linwood, called the meeting 
to order and Rev. Hal Barnard gave the 
invocation. Wade Johnson, Davidson 
County agent welcomed the Guernsey 
Breeders to Davidson County and 
Lexington. 


The reading of the minutes of last 
year’s meeting was dispensed with, by 
a motion from the floor, as they had 
previously been published in the May 
23, 1970 Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 
The financial statement was given by 
the treasurer, Mrs. Eston S. Stokes, 
and accepted by the group. A telegram 
from George Watts Hill, Quail Roost 
Farms, Rougemont, wishing the meet- 
ing all best wishes, was read. 


Clyde Keisler, manager of Kildaire 
Farms, Inc., Cary, and chairman of the 
Program Planning Committee outlined 
the approved projects for 1971. The 
committee is to be commended for the 
many worthwhile programs that will 
be undertaken during the year. 


Homer Sink commended Eston 
Stokes for his work on the ADA board 
and he gave a timely report on the 
activities and plans of ADA for the 
year. Melvin L. Outen, reported briefly 
for the Artificial Breeding Committee 
and stressed the high quality of the 
bulls now available through AI in the 
territory. Rowland Beauvais, Rouge- 
mont, reported for the Youth Com- 
mittee and told of the activities of the 
Juniors at Junior district shows, the 
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State Fair and the National Junior 
Show.

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products. Dr. Hyatt stressed what the 
Extension Service was doing to help 
and pointed out that their first 
priority was to serve farmers. 

George discussed the DHIA process- 
ing center and the area specialists 
program. He gave a report on the 
expanded nutrition program started in 
1969 and said that 74 counties were 
now participating. 

In the first recall phase, 44 percent 
receive no milk in the diet and 75 
percent no dairy products of any kind. 
In the second recall, 43 percent have 
two or more servings of dairy products 
daily while in the third recall, 52 
percent have two or more servings of 
dairy products daily. This program 
shows the opportunity we have to 
market and expand the use of dairy 
products. We need to continually 
focus attention on the need for dairy 
products, we must get our story across 
to the consuming public.

North Carolina 
Honoree of the Year 


ALLAN COVERT MIMS was born 
in Darlington County, S.C., son of the 
late Mamie Purvis Mims and Walter 
Covert Mims. 

At the age of two, his family moved 
to Timmonsville, S.C., where he lived 
until after graduating from college. He 
attended school in the Timmonsville 
schools, graduating at the age of 
fifteen. During his high school years he 
worked in a dairy delivering milk, and 
his last year in high school at the age 
of fourteen, he worked in a drugstore 
after school. 

At the age of 19, Allan received an 
AB degree in business administration 
from the University of South Carolina, 
Columbia. This was the first business 
management degree conferred by the 
newly formed School of Business 
Administration of the University. 

Upon his graduation, he became 
associated with the Palmetto Power 
and Light Company of Florence, S. C., 
in the capacity of clerk. The next year 
he became an assistant traveling 
auditor with the Carolina Power and 
Light Company, Raleigh, North 
Carolina. Two years later he was 
transferred to the home office as 
assistant to the chief accounting clerk. 
Four years later he accepted a transfer 
to the right-of-way land and property 
tax department. Eighteen months later 
he was transferred to superintendent 
of the Raleigh warehouse, which was 
the general storeroom for the entire 

wer company system. During the 

ve and one-half years which was right 
in the midst of the depression, he 
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reduced inventory 50 percent and 
saved the power company considerable 
cash investment when conditions were 
critical due to the shortage of funds. 

It had been one of his goals in life 
to own a Ford dealership, and this he 
acquired on January 1, 1935, in 
Carthage, Moore County, North 
Carolina. After trying the operation of 
this dealership for two and one-half 
months he decided that, due to poor 
economic conditions in Moore Coun- 
ty, it would be feasible to close this 
dealership. He returned to Raleigh and 
declined four positions with the 
Carolina Power and Light Company to 
return to their employ, deciding to 
remain in the automobile business and 
joined the employment of Sanders 
Motor Company, Raleigh, a large Ford 
dealership, as sales and service pro- 
motion manager. 

In May, 1936, he formed an 
association with W.M. Sanders and 
Miss Ruth Wilson, and acquired the 
Ford dealership in Smithfield, North 
Carolina. In 1937 a chamber of 
commerce was formed in Smithfield 
and he was elected president and then 
reelected in 1938. 

In early 1940 he sold his interest at 
Smithfield and, on April 6, 1940, he 
opened the Ford dealership in Rocky 
Mount, North Carolina, under the 
name of Allan Mims, Inc., with assets 
having been acquired from Twin 
County Motor Company, which had 
closed its doors. 

During the war he served as 
chairman of the local office of Defense 
Transportation. He has served as 
vice-president and then president of 
the North Carolina Automobile 
Dealers Association, director, vice- 
president, and then treasurer of the 
National Automobile Dealers Associa- 
tion. He was elected Mayor of the city 
of Rocky Mount in 1959 by an 
overwhelmingly large vote and served 
for three years. He also served on 
many local, state and national commit- 
tees. 

In 1943 he purchased a farm near 
Rocky Mount and bought his first 
Guernsey. Incidentally, this was one of 
his objectives, as owning a Ford 
dealership and a farm were the two 
ambitions that he had had for a 
number of years. He joined The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club in 
1945. He served as president of the 
North Carolina Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association from 1948 to 1951 and 
was a director for many years. The 
herd was dispersed in 1965 due to the 
resignation of his manager. A total of 
163 head sold for an average of 
$350.86. The herd received a Gold 
Star award in 1964. 


On January 27, 1961, he married 
Margaret Lipscomb Uzzle of Durham. 
They now reside at 300 Wildwood 
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Avenue, Rocky Mount. 

All state and national Guernsey 
breeders offer congratulations to one 
who has made such worthwhile contri- 
butions to all mankind, and, with a 
sense of great pride, the North 
Carolina Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion salutes Mr. Allan Covert Mims.

Mr. and 
Mrs. Loren Krause, Owatonna, invited 
the group to their farm on June 25 for 
the summer twilight meeting. Ray 
Miller, Austin invited the group to 
hold its 1972 Annual Meeting in 
Austin. 

It was announced that Richard 
Miller, Oakland, received a trophy for 
his winning entry, Oak Gate Jane, in 
the Junior division at the parish show.

The president appointed Mrs. Don- 
ald Walker, Faribault, Mrs. Clarence 
Ahlborn, Owatonna, and Mrs. Roger 
Wrase as a committee for the selection 
of a Guernsey princess candidate from 
the district. 

The newly elected officers were 
announced as follows: Arthur Ulland, 
Austin, president; Chris Skaar, vice- 
president, and Mrs. Ray Miller, Austin, 
secretary-treasurer.

Rice County Agent Warren Lieben- 
stein, Faribault, spoke briefly on the 
renewed interest in the dairy business 
in Rice County. He commended the 
Guernsey breeders for their assistance 
and their concern for youth and the 
4-H members. 

Dr. Albert Batchelder, Faribault, 
veterinarian, was the main speaker on 
the program, his topic being “Milk 
Fever in Dairy Cattle.” He mentioned 
several of his experiences and supplied 
those present with some good advice 
regarding animal diseases. He said, 
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In summarizing Guernsey activities, for this Annual 
Report representing the Calendar year 1970, the following 
are pertinent: 

On the plus side registration activity had a 9% increase; 
transfers increased 6.8%; memberships were up; breeders 
placed 100 additional pages of advertising in the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal over 1969; animals selling at public 
auction averaged $20 per head higher and established the 
second highest average in 19 years; the Type Classification 
program was the second largest in its 24 year history; the 
DHIR average increased 240 pounds of milk and 8 pounds 
of fat per cow; new breed milk records for 305 days and 
365 days, both on 2X milking, were established; and the 
organization operated within a balanced budget for the 
year. 

Major program or policy changes approved by the Board 
of Directors and the membership included the inauguration 
of the Provisional Registration Program; establishing a 
National Heifer Sale to support a National Guernsey Youth 
Program; support of two National Guernsey Shows for the 
first time; establishment of the Guernsey Foundation was 
finalized; realignment of field areas in four states to provide 
field services formerly supervised by state associations; 
establishing field representatives in cattle movement 
activities on a service fee basis; and entering into pilot joint 
effort projects in field services with the Jersey breed. The 
latter includes establishing joint and equal ownership of 
Channel Island, Inc., between The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club and The American Jersey Cattle Club, 
administered by a Board of Trustees with equal 
representation from each organization, to expedite 
administration of any joint effort projects, particularly in 
the areas of field services and milk marketing programs. 

In the areas of major challenges which influence the 
overall framework of Guernsey activities, two particularly 
command serious consideration. 


The Golden Guernsey program is sensitive to the overall 
turmoil that exists in the total dairy industry in regard to 
supply, processing, distribution problems, pricing, food 
fads, and irresponsible advertising of competitive interests. 

As the total industry changes so must the Golden 
Guernsey philosophy be revised. Supply is the first 
prerequisite to the program and is subject to the influence 
of large producer cooperatives and high capacity, high 
speed, high volume processing methods. There is a real need 
for Guernsey owners to become more involved in producer 
cooperative management and activities. 


It is also necessary for Guernsey owners to become 
involved in all milk marketing matters and insist on raising 
the minimum standards of the general market milk supply 
to component levels, research has shown consumers prefer. 

Food fads and publicity in recent years has been 
detrimental to milk but continuing research is beginning to 
reverse attitudes. However, the major impact of favorable 
information will not be felt until this saturates the general 
commercial news media outside the agricultural field. 
Individual involvement at any level can hasten this impact. 
A reversal in the attitude toward nutrition and progress in 
raising minimum standards for market milk with the 
eventual price factor involved in double standardization 
with milk solids can have a big impact on the demand for 
breeds producing naturally high solids milk in the future 
but the task demands total effort. 

Another major challenge is increasing the production 
level of the breed at a faster rate and the availability of high 
producing Guernsey cows. This challenge will have more 
influence on the competitive position of the breed than any 
single factor. Sire evaluation and development necessitates 
pursuing this area with a new dedication — and, even a 
change in attitude in some cases. 


During the year the need for sampling more young 
Guernsey sires has been emphasized. In the past three years, 
approximately 100-125 bulls have accounted for approxi- 
mately 50% of the Guernseys registered in this period — in 
other words, established the base genetic production 
capabilities of about one-half of the breed. 1970 was no 
exception to 1968 and 1969 with nine sires each 
accounting for 500 or more registered offspring and four 
sires accounting for 2,077, 1,723, 1,591 and 1,246 
registered offspring, respectively. Of all bulls registered in 
1970, 55 sires and 65 maternal grandsires were represented 
with a USDA Sire Summary Predicted Difference of +300 
pounds milk or more or a total direct sire influence of only 
120 sires at this level. 

The magnitude of influence of any one single, heavily 
used sire under today’s conditions leaves no room for doubt 
— nor is there room for doubt of replacement sires in this 
area of heavy use in the future if competitive production 
and availability of high producing cows are to be 
maintained. The need for thoroughly sampling more young 
Guernsey sires is not based upon theory but upon facts 
from the breed records of what is actually taking place.

REGISTRATIONS: The 43,783 Guernseys re- 
corded in 1970 consisted of 41,751 females and 
2,032 bulls for an increase of 9.0% over 1969. 

A Registration “Catch-Up” Program, in effect 
from May 20 to December 1, 1970, presented an 
opportunity for every owner to bring his 
registrations current at reduced fees on animals 
over 12 months of age. As a result, 5,454 more 
animals over 12 months of age were recorded than 
in 1969 — 2,718 of which were in the 12 to 24 
months of age bracket and 2,736 were 2 years old 
or over. 

TRANSFERS: The 20,463 transfers of owner- 
ship in 1970 followed the trend of registrations 
with a 6.8% increase over the previous year.

PROVISIONAL REGISTRATION: This pro- 
gram, to recover the registration status of 
outstanding unregistered Guernsey cows, was 
approved by the membership at the 93rd Annual 
Meeting, May 20, 1970, and became effective July 
1, 1970. 

Timing of Type Classification schedules, to 
provide the classification requirement limited the 
number of cows that could qualify immediately. 
During the six months the program was in effect in 
1970, 191 females qualified as Provisional 
Registration cows and 147 of their female 
offspring were recorded in the Herd Register. 

Provisional Registration recordings have been 
assigned the 7,000,000 series and the cow receiving 
this number to become the first recording under 
the program is Breeze Hill Blossom, owned by Arlo 
Holman, Breeze Hill Farm, Baldwin, Wisconsin. 
“‘Blossom”’ qualified with a type classification 
rating of “Excellent” in July 1970 and with three 
records averaging 16,423 pounds of milk, M.E. 
305—2x DHIA. 


The next three cows recorded under the 
program are owned by Howard T. Tyrrell, Oak 
Crest Farm, Browerville, Minnesota, and the fifth 
animal recorded is owned by Price-Black Farms, 
Inc., Arrey, New Mexico. 


Breeze Hill Blossom, 1st recording under Provisional Registration. 


MEMBERSHIP: There were 145 new member- 
ships issued for the year which is the highest 
number for each of the past five years and 
represents an increase of 19.9% over 1969. 

The plan for junior members to become life 
members at half the regular fee continues to be 
popular with 29 such memberships issued. 

The total senior membership is now 3,666 and 
the junior members total 1,926. 

BLOOD TYPING: Through the Cooperative 
Blood Typing Project of the Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association, 174 Guernseys were blood typed by 
the University of California Serology Laboratory in 
1970. Eighty-one of these were bulls typed for 
permanent record in accordance with A.l. or 
frozen semen requirements; 73 animals were blood 
typed under the “spot check” program, and the 
balance represented dams of bulls entering A.lI. 
units or animals involved in parentage problems. 

The blood typing program has been in progress 
since 1949 and 5,633 Guernseys have been blood 
typed to date. 

ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION: During the 
year, 56.3% of the animals registered resulted from 
artificial insemination, an increase of 0.7% over the 
previous year. 

FROZEN SEMEN: The ownership of 58,347 
ampules of frozen semen were transferred on the 
records through the processing of 322 frozen 
semen transfers. 

REGISTRATION BY TATTOO: A tattoo as 
identification for registration has held rather static 
in previous years at about 9% of registrations. In 
1970, 5,453 animals or 12.4% were registered using 
a tattoo as identification. 
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GOLDEN GUERNSEY, 


A fact of reality is that progress of the Golden 
Guernsey program is sensitive to the turmoil still 
existing in the total dairy industry in regard to 
farm supply, processing, distribution and pricing of 
fluid milk and milk products. The merger of 
producer cooperatives into fewer and larger than 
ever suppliers to fewer and larger distributors 
continues, with a resulting complication of initial 
qualified supply. 

Historically, the Golden Guernsey program has 
been oriented to retail selling. In recent years a 
transition in the total dairy industry has resulted in 
an estimated 80% of fluid milk and milk product 
sales now moving through wholesale channels. 
Likewise, it has been necessary for the Golden 
Guernsey program to follow this transition.

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Nationally, due to various forces, the emphasis 
in the industry has been changing from whole milk 
to low fat products resulting in a 10% change since 
1960. The Golden Guernsey program is no 
exception with its low-fat products — Gurnzgold 
and Gurnzskim now representing 53% of total 
sales. 

During the year some major changes in the 
program were under consideration which included 
one employee representing two breed milk 
programs in each of two areas; a change in 
advertising agencies to orient to wholesale markets; 
support of a research project on the influence on 
the shelf-life of milks standardized with dried milk 
solids in contrast to naturally high milk solids 
products; component analysis of raw supplies and 
finished products; and administrative changes. 

Also during the year an advertising project in 
LOOK magazine was finalized for an early issue in 
1971 for distributor tie-in nationally, including 
supermarket promotion.

BREED IMPROVEMENT 


PRODUCTION TESTING: The year 1970 began 
with 27,820 Registered Guernseys in 503 herds 
enrolled on Official DHIR Test. The tally at the 
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close of the year was 26,676 cows in 473 herds. 

Production increased again in 1970 with 23,678 
DHIR records averaging 11,155 pounds of milk 
and 518 pounds of butterfat, M.E. 305—2X. This 
was an increase of 240 pounds of milk and 8 
pounds of butterfat, or 2.2% and 1.6%, respective- 
ly, over 1969. The new official 3-year breed 
average on an M.E. 305—2X basis as of January 1, 
1971 is 10,937 pounds of milk and 511 pounds of 
butterfat. The 10-year increase is 1,807 pounds of 
milk and 64 pounds of butterfat per cow. 

At the close of the year, Ohio led all states with 
the number of cows on DHIR with 2,037, followed 
by Pennsylvania with 2,017, Indiana with 1,694, 
South Carolina with 1,614, and Wisconsin with 
1,331. 

Thirty-five 20,000 pound milk records, an 
increase of 15, were approved in 1970 making an 
all-time total of 636. Twenty-five 1,000 pound 
butterfat records, an increase of 8, were approved 
making an all-time total of 776. 

Approved during the year were 10 Gold Star and 
8 Silver Star Sires under the latest awards program 
using USDA Production Sire Summaries based on 
herdmate comparisons and AGCC Type Sum- 
maries. This makes a total of 76 Gold and 38 Silver 
Star Sires approved since January, 1968, when this 
program started. 

Three Gold Star Dams were added to the list 
during the year for a grand total of 243 since the 
start of the program in 1958. 

For the 1969 award year, 44 Gold Star Breeders 
were recognized in 20 states, 4 for the first time 
and 40 who had previously qualified. In addition, 
10 Gold Star Herds were recognized in 8 states. 

Volume XXIII — 1969 data of the Performance 
Register contained 512 pages with 26,083 
production records made official, 12,695 classifica- 
tion ratings and 2,299 summarized sires. 258 


Fox Run AFC Faye, new breed milk champion 


copies were sold, 167 to herds on Official Test and 
91 to subscribers. 


HIGH RECORDS: Among the outstanding 
DHIR production records made official during the 
year, two were all-time breed records: 

Fox Run AFC Faye, owned by Gale Housley, 
Tennessee, produced 32,110 pounds milk and 
1,397 pounds fat at the age of 5 years — 4 months 
in the 365—2X class to become the All-Time Breed 
Milk Champion for one lactation not exceeding 
365 days. Her butterfat record of 1,397 pounds 
was the second highest of the breed for all time. 


Neslekcim Fortunes Daisy, owned by Shamrock 
Guernsey Farm, Arizona, shattered the Breed Milk 
Record for the 305-day classes with her production 
of 27,990 pounds milk and 911 pounds fat, started 
at the age of 3 years — 10 months in the 2X 
milking class. 

Richey Joy Ann, owned by Claude B. Newman 
& Sons of Kentucky, completed the highest 
305—2X butterfat record for 1970. She placed 2d 
as a Butterfat Class Leader and Sth for Milk in the 
Senior 4 class on her production record of 1,079 
pounds fat and 20,500 pounds milk, started at the 
age of 4 years — 8 months. 


Pine Vista W. Pride, 
Cheney, 


owned by A. Austin 
Connecticut, was the only Double 
National (First Place) Class Leader during 1970; 
First for Milk and First for Fat on her 305—2X 
record of 24,630 pounds milk and 1,056 pounds 
fat started at the age of 3 years — 10 months. 


Villa Crest Mae Leisa, owned by Virgil C. 
Weaver, Indiana, completed the Third high 
All-Time Butterfat record of the Breed with her 
production record of 1,388 pounds fat and 21,120 
pounds milk, started at the age of 5 years — 10 
months. 

“Faye” and “Leisa” are the first cows to 
complete official records of over 1,300 pounds fat 
since 1958 in the 2X milking classes. 


PEDIGREES: During 1970, fourteen sale 
catalogues were produced. Four of these were for 
dispersals and ten for consignment sales. There 
were five size 7 x 9% typewritten catalogues and 
nine size 7 x 11 Computerprint. 

During 1970, approximately 1400 pedigrees 
were produced by the Computer, all 6 ancestor. 
Nearly 700 of these were used for catalogues 
compiled by the Club and about 350 purchased by 
Sale Managers for compiling their own catalogues 
elsewhere. In addition, 49 pedigrees of the 6, 14, 
and 30 ancestor variety were retyped for individual 
orders. Three herds availed themselves of the Herd 
Pedigree Offer. 
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TYPE CLASSIFICATION: Lawrence Colebank 
visited 448 herds during 1970 in which he 
classified 16,441 cows. 

10,820 head were classified for the first time of 
which 57 were rated Excellent, 3,592 Very Good, 
5,244 Desirable, 1,771 Acceptable, 156 Fair and 
none rated Poor. 

5,243 animals were reclassified, of which 370 
were rated Excellent, 3,994 Very Good, 584 
Desirable, 220 Acceptable, 73 Fair and 2 Poor. 

1970 was the second largest year for classifica- 
tion, surpassed only in 1967 when 17,789 head 
were classified. In the 24 year history of the 
program, through the end of 1970, 290,655 type 
classification ratings have been recorded. Lawrence 
Colebank has classified 228,508 head of the total 
as Official Classifier which accounts for 78.6% of 
all cows classified since the beginning of the 
program in 1947. 


SALES: The 69 public auctions reported in 
1970 was three less than the previous year, but the 
4,308 Registered Guernseys sold was 192 more and 
the average of $443 was $20 more per head than 
1969. This is the second highest average in 19 
years. Sixty head, an increase of 15 head, sold for 
$1500 or more. Highest priced animal and also 
highest priced bull at public auction was Mecca 
Rose Hollys Hornet, selling for $13,500 in the 
Hanover Hill Farm Dispersal to Victor Weingarten 
and Roy R. Neuberger, New York, New York. The 
highest priced female was Hanover Hill Floss at 
$7,500, also sold in the Hanover Hill Farm 
Dispersal and purchased by F. W. McCann, Golden 
Harvest Farm, Bridgewater, Connecticut. Follow- 
ing are the sales for 1970 averaging over $650:

JOURNAL 


In 1970, the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
published a total of 1,796 pages comprised of 735 
pages of editorial material, 886 pages of advertising 
and 175 pages of statistical data on DHIR records, 
performance sire summaries and sire summary type 
classification breakdowns, 10 class leading cows in 
each age group, 100,000 pound milk cows and 
milk flow queens. There were reports on 126 
meetings, 68 sales, 142 shows and fairs and the 
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All-American Program, 592 news items, stories and 
chat items, 23 editorials, 44 class leaders and 44 
feature stories. All of this helped keep readers 
informed on the latest happenings and develop- 
ments within the breed. 

This past year breeders carried 860 pages of paid 
advertising, an increase of 100 pages over 1969. 
This support resulted in a much improved financial 
picture and a reduction in the net cost of carrying 
the Journal by 53% over 1969 and within $5,884 
of being self-supporting in 1970. The Journal staff 
is grateful to Guernsey breeders for their support. 
It is only through the income derived from 
circulation and advertising that the Journal 
operates on a_ self-supporting or nearly self- 
supporting basis. During the past 45 years, from 
1926 through 1970, the Journal has shown some 
losses in 23 and profits in 22 of these years for an 
average overall gain of $1,123 per year for this 
period. 

This past year, Wisconsin breeders led all states 
in advertising with 134 pages, New York 86, Ohio 
74, Maryland 57 and Pennsylvania 53. During the 
year eight special inserts comprised of the NAL 
Bull Book and seven area directories as follows: 
Wisconsin, lIowa-Minnesota-Nebraska, Pennsyl- 
vania, Southeastern, New York, Mid-Atlantic, and 
New England were published in the Journal and 
accounted for 348 pages. 

During the year the Journal staff visited 464 
farms and Guernsey breeders in 20 states and 
assisted in writing 1,313 advertisements for 
breeders’ consideration, of which 1,054 were 
approved and published. 

The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal is your breed 
magazine. Help your own publication to build 
circulation by urging those Guernsey breeders who 
are not receiving the Journal to subscribe. Promote 
your herd and breeding program, tell of your 
achievements, stress your herd production and 
classification, feature your show-ring winners, 
advertise your sale consignments and offer stock 
for sale through the pages of the Journal. In this 
way, Guernsey owners will reach more prospective 
customers for their own programs. 


PROMOTION 


The Promotion Division in 1970 continued the 
advertising and promotion work to provide support 
of the breed and its breed improvement programs. 

Breed advertising featuring the “‘New Guernsey 
Look” was carried in Hoard’s Dairyman in the 
amount of one three-quarter page; one Junior page, 
and one one-half page. In addition to this, in 
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cooperation with Guernsey owners, a five-page 
Guernsey section was published in the September 
10 issue of Hoard’s featuring the “New Guernsey 
Look”. This was one of the largest single breed 
advertising sections in Hoard’s. Bookings of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club’s film, “Animal 
Wonders”, continues to be one of our popular 
programs with 150 bookings during 1970. Much of 
the standard promotional material of the Club 
underwent revision or updating during the year. 


Breeders rosettes were made available for the 
first two places, except for the two National Shows 
in which three places were awarded, in 40 
approved shows during the year, as well as ribbons 
for the first 14 places in the National Junior Shows 
at Columbus and San Francisco. Eighty-three head 
and 11 State Herds were shown in the National 
Junior Show at Columbus, Ohio, with Sunrise 
Valor Debby Tid, owned by Kevin Bridges, Shelby, 
North Carolina, winning senior and grand cham- 
pion honors. In the first Western National Junior 
Show at San Francisco, California, 37 head and 5 
State Herds were shown with senior and grand 
champion honors going to Neslekcim Fortunes 
Crystal, shown by Walter Kessler, Galt, California. 
Jackets were given to each boy and girl who 
showed at the National Junior Shows. 


Over 12,000 ribbons for state and regional 4-H 
and FFA shows were awarded as well as 209 copies 
of the book, “The Guernsey’’, for the winners of 
the Junior and Senior Fitting and Showmanship 
Contests. 


During the year, engraved pewter Guernsey Jugs 
were awarded to the winners at five Intercollegiate 
Judging Contests and one 4-H Judging Contest, for 
a total of 33 jugs. 


The Third Annual Junior Production Contest 
was again a popular program with 15 entries 
received, with the winner receiving a matched set 
of luggage. Winners were Shari Hammond, Hickory 
Corners, Michigan, owning the high record cow for 
fat, and Ann Erdman, Chenoa, Illinois, owning the 


high record for milk. 


The second Annual National Guernsey Queen 
Contest was a very popular part of the program of 
the 1970 Annual Meeting with ten candidates 
competing for top honors. Miss Jodi Klamfoth, 
Canal Winchester, Ohio, was selected as National 
Guernsey Queen. Jodi and Miss Ann Erdman, 
Guernsey Princess, assisted in presenting awards at 
the National Guernsey Show in Columbus. The 
third National Guernsey Queen Contest will be 
held in conjunction with the 1971 Annual Meeting 
in Seattle, Washington. 


EXTENSION 


Several major realignments were made in the 
field services during 1970. The Agency Agreements 
for Golden Guernsey were relinquished in the 
states of California, Illinois, Indiana and New 
Jersey to be handled by Golden Guernsey, Inc. 


George Campbell, Batavia, Illinois, Field Secre- 
tary of Illinois Guernsey Breeders’ Association for 
the past 25 years, retired September 1. Robert E. 
Jones, Mulberry, Indiana, Secretary of the Indiana 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association since 1958, joined 
the National staff on September 1 and assumed 
responsibilities for all field services in Illinois, 
Indiana and Kentucky. 


George R. Pankey, Richmond, Virginia, on 
August 1, 1970 was appointed Manager of Golden 
Guernsey, Inc., in the Southeastern states, which 
includes his present territory of Maryland, North 
Carolina, Virginia and West Virginia. William C. 
Cochran, Bourne, Massachusetts, assumed responsi- 
bilities for part-time field work in the New England 
states and New Jersey, September 1. 


The untimely death in February of W. Donald 
Moffat, Jackson, California, Secretary of the 
California Guernsey Cattle Club, shocked the 
Guernsey community. In realigning field services in 
California, Edward H. De Boer, San Jose, Calif- 
ornia, became responsible for supervising both the 
Golden Guernsey and All-Jersey milk programs in 
California in one of the first-time joint effort 
projects between the two breeds. 


Sam R. Taylor, Clackamas, Oregon, field 
representative in the Pacific Northwest area since 
1967, resigned his position June 1 to enter herd 
management work. Ray Orisio, Tulare, California, 
was appointed to fill the vacancy effective January 
1, 1971. In the headquarters office, Irving Nichols, 
head of the Herd Register Department, was 
assigned additional duties as Office Manager. 

The year 1970 marked the first time for two 
locations for the National Guernsey Show resulting 
in a total of 477 head exhibited. The first Western 
National Guernsey Show, held at the Cow Palace, 
San Francisco, California, was a great success with 
221 head exhibited. Western Oaks D. Valeta, 
owned by Kenneth Chaffey & Sons, Aurora, 
Oregon, was Grand Champion Female; Woodacres 
Nance’s Valiant was Grand Champion Bull, running 
his string to three consecutive Championships at a 
National Guernsey Show for Price-Black Farms, 
Inc., Arrey, New Mexico; and Washington won the 
State Herd class. The National Guernsey Show, 
Columbus, Ohio was exceptional in quality of the 
256 head exhibited. Kadockadee R S Princess was 
Grand Champion Female for Ralph D. Booth, Jr., 
Lee, New Hampshire (and immediately sold to 
Roger H. Corbetta, Millbrook, New York); Ideals 
Charlemagne was Grand Champion bull, owned by 
Jacob Tanis, Augusta, New Jersey; and Indiana 
scored a double win by capturing both the Open 
and Junior State Herd classes.

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George M. Newlin 


55 Years of Dedication to 
Registered Guernseys and 
the Dairy Industry 


GEORGE M. NEWLIN, age 77, Hill 
Girt Farm manager, Chadds Ford, Pa., 
died Friday, February 19, at the 
Memorial Division of the Wilmington 
Medical Center following a long illness. 
Memorial services were held at the 
Chandler Funeral Home on Sunday, 
February 21, followed by interment at 
Hutchinson, Kans., on Tuesday. 

George was born in Hutchinson, and 
attended Kansas State College. He 
owned his first Guernseys in 1915 and 
purchased purebreds for his farm at 
Hutchinson in 1920. In 1923 he 
became manager and a partner to F. J. 
Rueping, Corium Farms, Inc., 
Fond du Lac, Wisconsin. The Corium 
herd started a blood-testing program 
for Bang’s in 1925 and was one of the 
first herds to receive an Abortion Free 
Certificate. While at Corium, George 
developed an outstanding show herd 
and built the milk business from 300 
to 2,000 quarts daily. In 1935, Corium 
Slogan’s Oliver was senior and grand 
champion at the National Guernsey 
Show, St.Louis, Missouri. “Oliver” 
topped the Corium Dispersal in 1936 
and was purchased for $2,525 by 
Adohr Farms. George served for many 
years as a director of the Wisconsin 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association. When 
the Corium herd dispersed George 
took over the management of the 
Cesor Farms, Farmington, Mich., for 
Mr. C. E. Sorenson. In 1937, Bourne- 
dale Martha was first three-year-old, 
senior and grand champion at the 
National Guernsey Show. “Martha” 
was also senior and grand champion at 
Michigan in 1937; at the Royal Winter 
Fair and the Dairy Cattle Congress, 
1938. 


The January, 1941 issue of Country 
Gentleman carried a feature story on 
George M. Newlin, “The Blue Ribbon 
Man.” George served on the Executive 
Committee of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club from 1942-1948. He was a 
member of the Type Committee, an 
approved judge, and served on the 
A.R. and the Research Committees. 
He also represented The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club in the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association. 


In 1945 he became assistant sales 
manager for Jeep and later he formed 
his own company and engaged in the 
manufacturing and sale of farm equip- 
ment. In 1948 he accepted the 
management of Woodacres, owned by 
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Atherton W. Hobler, Princeton, N. J., 
a position he held until 1955 when he 
became manager for Harry G. Haskell, 
Jr., Hill Girt Farm, Chadds Ford, 
Pennsylvania. Prior to leaving Wood- 
acres the herd was dispersed on 
October 19-20, at the farm, Princeton. 
The 150 head sold for $120,700 for an 
average of $804.67 per head. This was 
the top dispersal in 1955 and was 
eighth high among the 155 reported 
auction sales held that year. The top 
bred heifer and second high female, 
Woodacres Leader’s Marcelle sold for 
$3,400 and her three-times Excellent, 
classleading, show-winning dam sold 
for $2,000, and were selected by 
George M. Newlin for H. G. Haskell, 
Jr., Hill Girt Farm.

County, Mr. Doubleday graduated 
from Johnstown High School and 
Crane Department of Music at Pots- 
dam. After graduation from college, he 
turned to writing and reporting for a 
Johnstown newspaper and later be- 
came superintendent of a Johnstown 
leather tannery. 

In 1941, he was employed as a 
brakeman on the Mohawk Division of 
the New York Central Railroad. With 
his long-time interest in railroads, he 
took up model railroads as a hobby. 
The cellar of his home is filled with 
model railroads, including tracks that 
extend for four miles. 

Mr. Doubleday began his broad- 
casting career when he joined WFBL in 
February, 1943, where he conducted 
an early morning program for five 
years. 

On June 28, 1948, he began his 23 
years of service with WSYR where he 
became a household word with such 
programs as his daily “RFD Time”; 
“The Deacon Comes Down City” and 
his “Sunday Morning after Chores.” 
He also was host of “The Deacon 
Doubleday Country Jubilee” on 
WSYR-TV. 

Since his youth, Mr. Doubleday had 
a special love for horses and this 
interest led him to competitive trail 
riding. From trail riding, he turned to 
horse shows and over the years 
developed a national reputation as a 
producer of horse shows. 

Mr. Doubleday presided over many 
horse shows including the Washing- 
ton, D.C. Horse Show, the Buffalo 
International, the Eastern States Ex- 
position, the Eastern All-Arabian and 
the Ox Ridge Horse Shows. He also 
was in great demand as an after-dinner 
speaker and there were few county 
fairs, volunteer firemen’s functions or 
field days in the Northeast that he 
hadn’t attended. 

He was a member of the New York 
State Advisory Board for 15 years; the 
Morrisville College Council; past presi- 
dent of the Syracuse Chapter of the 
Professional Horseman’s Association, 
and vice-chairman of the New York 
State Farm-City Council. He was 
associated with the Farm Bureau, 
Home Bureau, 4-H Club, State and 
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National Grange, Onondaga Horse- 
men’s Association and the American 
Horse Shows Association. 

Mr. Doubleday was a member of the 
New York State Beef and Cattle 
Association; the Kiwanis Club; the 
Lions Club, and the Cavalry Club. He 
was a communicant of Pebble Hill 
Presbyterian Church. 

Mr. Doubleday also was an honor- 
ary member of all 750 state volunteer 
fire departments; the National Associa- 
tion of Auctioneers; an honorary 
Empire Farmer of the New York State 
Future Farmers, and a Kentucky 
Colonel. 

In 1953 Bob “The Deacon” Double- 
day featured Guernseys in a series of 
dairy breed presentations on his 
WSYR-TV program. Sharing the spot- 
light were Century Farms, John S. 
Rich, veteran Guernsey breeder of 
Marion, N.Y., along with 4-H Club 
members, Mary Esther and Norma 
Kamm, Marietta, N. Y., with a heifer 
calf from the Emroy herd. Many 
Guernsey breeders who attended the 
82nd Annual Meeting of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club in 1959 at 
Syracuse, N.Y., will remember 
Deacon Doubleday and the tremen- 
dous job he did serving on the 
Publicity Committee for the meeting 
and during the schedule of events held 
during the convention week. In 1962, 
at the 30th Annual Meeting of the 
N. Y. State Guernsey Breeders’ Co-op., 
Inc., Auburn, N. Y., Deacon Double- 
day served as toastmaster for the 
meeting. At the 1968 New York State 
Fair, Bob presented the Hanover Hill 
Farm Trophy for the first prize 
two-year-old, Ansmil D. Judith, to 
Roger and Thelma Corbetta, Attebroc 
Farm, Millbrook, New York. In 1969 
the Deacon was in charge of introduc- 
tions of the demonstrations and 
programs held at the New York State 
Junior Field Day, High Meadows 
Farm, La Fayette, New York. There 
were 350 boys and girls in attendance 
at this statewide junior event and 
Robert F. Doubleday played a key 
part in helping to make the day a 
tremendous success.

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Dairy Cattle Day Speaker 
Emphasizes Profit Goal 


ADMITTING THAT some of his 
ideas might be controversial, a dairy 
management columnist told Iowa 
dairymen recently that their ultimate 
goal should be profit. 

In remarks at Iowa State Univer- 
sity’s Dairy Cattle Day, Louis P. 
Longo said that “love of animals” or 
“love of the outdoors” must be 
secondary considerations. Longo 
spoke about “The Business Side of 
Dairying,” illustrating his contentions 
with examples from his own Connec- 
ticut dairy farm. 

Longo said many dairymen never 
realize a three-phase profit system. 
Income from milk production is the 
first phase. Income from capital gains 
on good registered cattle is the second 
phase, and income from capital gains 
on increased land value is the third 
phase. 

The DHIA average in Longo’s herd 
is 17,755 lbs. of milk and 689 lbs. of 
fat, but he said these factors should 
never jeopardize a profitable retum 
per cow over feed cost. Longo 
attributed his $630 return per cow 
over feed cost to the use of a milking 
parlor, the use of free stalls, the use of 
bunker silos, the use of corn silage and 
the keeping of registered cattle. 

His management system involving a 
milking parlor and free stalls enabled 
him to produce 2.6 million pounds of 
milk last year with two and one-half 
man years of labor. He called bunker 
silos “the greatest advancement in feed 
storage in this century.” 

The Connecticut dairyman feeds his 
cows no hay. He maintained that the 
nutritional value of 25 tons of com 
silage is equal to that of 10 or 11 tons 
of alfalfa hay, adding that “you 
cannot get this kind of production on 
the best of land with alfalfa hay.” 

“Registered cows are important for 
a profitable dairy business,” Longo 
said, “dairymen cannot fully benefit 
from capital gains if the cows are 
grades.” Any profit increase with 
grade cows would come only from 
increased production. 

Longo listed four objectives with 
the ultimate goal of profit. The first is 
a high volume of production per man 
employed. Second is a profitable 
volume of production per unit. Third, 
the dairyman should try for the lowest 
possible capital investment. Finally, 
the farmer can never neglect a proper 
margin of net return. 

Labor can be motivated by pay and 
working conditions. Expansion should 
increase pay, increase production, 
keep capital investment low and avoid

creating a burden on labor. Longo said 
such expansion could be accomplished 
only with a free stall milking parlor 
system. He also advocated involving 
employees in the decision-making 
process. 

The speaker encouraged dairymen 
to calculate themselves where the 
lowest possible capital investment is 
involved in order to make the most 
profit. Money should first be put into 
cows and land and only last into 
equipment. “Equipment adds nothing 
to net worth,” he said, “a dairyman 
should operate with a minimum of 
equipment.” 


Longo also emphasized production 
planning, especially in breeding—an 
area often neglected. A strict breeding 
program is necessary, and all other 
areas of dairy management depend on 
the cow getting bred. 

“Disease control programs, feed 
programs based on net energy evalua- 
tion and the characteristics of the 
dairy farm manager himself are all 
important in contributing to profit,” 
Longo said. He told the Dairy Cattle 
Day audience that the future of the 
dairy business lies in their ability to 
— rather than in a high price for
